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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


September 29, 1964

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chap- 
ter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, 
the financial records of the Town of Livermore have 
been audited for the municipal year ended January 15, 
1964. 

As required by statute, one copy of this report together 
with the audit procedural form prescribed by the state 
auditor for governmental audits in accordance with 
statutory requirement have been forwarded to the State 
Department of Audit. 

The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit and performed in accordance with standards estab- 
lished by the State Department of Audit and by the 
National Committee on Governmental Accounting. 
Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the 
preceding year and included all procedures considered 
necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear 
to have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions 
as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompany- 
ing comments present the result of the financial opera- 
tions of the Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS

An audit of the financial records of the Town of 

Livermore has been completed for the fiscal year ended 


aD 


January 15, 1964. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, 
Tax Collector and the Town meeting records of the 
Town Clerk. 

The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the fiscal year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances lapsed to surplus 
amounted to $4,948.91. Supplemental taxes and a de- 
ferred appropriation for fire truck notes were principal 
factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 

ASSETS? -72",. The "veneraliund cash balance vor 
$18,707.50 was verified by reconciliation of a statement 
furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust Company, 
Livermore Falls, Maine. 

Accounts receivable amounted to $475.60 and included 
reimbursible expenditures for charity expenses. 

Taxes receivable totaling $6,121.94 consisted of current 
year’s accounts of $5,664.49. The balance of $457.45 
represented unpaid taxes dating from 1958. 

Unmatured tax liens applied on 1962 real estate taxes 
amounted to $645.03 at the close of the municipal year. 

Tax acquired property, representing tax liens more 
than eighteen months old, amounted to $3,283.50 at the 


year end. 

PIABICITIES: 22.4 The? fownt had nos reconced 
liabilities at the year end. 

RESERVES .... The appropriation accounts showed 


a net balance of $7,056.07 carried forward to the ensuing 
year. All appropriation account balances are carried 
forward by vote of the Townspeople in this munici- 
pality. 

A reserve for possible losses in the collection of 
matured Tax Liens is carried forward on the balance 
sheet from the preceding year. 
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SURPLUS .... The unappropriated surplus of the 
Town amounted to $17,498.89, an increase of $1,631.02 
as compared with the preceding year. The change was 
occasioned principally by net departmental balances 
lapsed to surplus. 

TRUST FUNDS .... Trust fund principals totaled 
$37,389.14 at the year end while unexpended income 
amounted to $4,167.49. These were represented by time 
deposits of $35,556.63 and U. S. Savings Bonds amount- 
ing to $6,000.00 at the closing date. 

Cemetery Trust fund income amounted to $633.00 
while income from the Morse fund amounted to $1,297.96. 

DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .... Departmental 
operating accounts showed an increase of $2,274.22 in 
funds raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding 
year. Larger appropriations were noted for charity 
purposes. 

Departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased by $1,463.13 as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This increase was occasioned principally 
by an increase in charity balances. 

GENERAL.... The Townspeople authorized the use 
of excise tax receipts to reduce the tax levy. 

The Treasurer’s cash balance proved to be $64.89 more 
than the balance carried in his ledger. It was determined 
that this resulted from a number of minor accounting 
errors. 

RECOMMENDATIONS .... Emphasis should be 
placed on the sale of Tax Acquired property and settle- 
ment of tax liens, as authorized by statute. 

The Treasurer should reconcile the bank statement 
with his ledger balance at least monthly. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying balance sheet and supporting state- 
ments fairly present the financial position of the Town 
at January 25, 1964, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

As in previous years, the town appropriation of $200.00 
was used in part for operating expenses and for the purchase 
of 12 adult and 61 juvenile books. :

Oscar Turner has furnished fireplace and furnace wood and 
has seen to the plowing away the snow around the front of the 
building and giving other assistance when needed. 


The Livermore Public Library was founded in 1917 and 
has served the citizens of all the Livermores (West side of the 
Androscoggin River) through the years. 

From the first conception of a library the gift of books has 
been steady and without stint. 
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A record of all books given can still be found among the 
book records. Miss Ethel Fuller was the first person to do- 
nate a book to the Library. 

Many other needed articles were donated by interested 
people and a great deal of labor, too. A fine spirit of co- 
operation prevailed at this time. This has continued down 
through the years. Let us have pride in the past and faith in 
the future. 

By working together we have benefited our children and all 
the citizens of the Livermores. 

The Library was open every Wednesday afternoon from 
2:00 to 4:00 P. M., excepting January 1, July 22, November 
11 and December 23.

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REPORT OF 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
for the Year 1964 


Your public health nurse provides nursing service to indi- 
viduals and families under the direction of the Public Health 
Nursing Supervisor of the Department of Health and Wel- 
fare. She has two major responsibilities in the community 
program: 

1. To provide nursing care to the sick and disabled under 

medical orders. 

2. To help organize and carry on programs for the detec- 
tion of individual and community health needs, the cor- 
rection of defects, and the promotion of maximum com- 
munity health in cooperation with other agencies and 
institutions. 

Two hundred thirty-nine home visits were made to interpret 
medical orders, to demonstrate special treatments, to do dress- 
ings, to give nursing care, and to follow up on clinic orders. 

Child Health Conferences were held jointly for Livermore 
and Livermore Falls. Immunizations and physical examina- 
tions were given as needed. 

Immunizations were offered in the school health program 
as well as in the child health conferences. Totals are shown 
in the following table:

Whooping cough 15 
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All beginners and seventh grade pupils were given the op- 
portunity to have the tuberculin skin test. This is now an on- 
going activity in the school health service recommended by 
the State Department of Health and Welfare and the State 
Department of Education. The ultimate purpose of the tuber- 
culosis testing program is the eradication of tuberculosis by 
discovering tuberculosis early, treating the infected individ- 
uals, finding the source of infection and taking whatever 
measures are necessary to prevent further infection. Any stu- 
dents who had positive reactions to a previous test were 
advised not to take the test again. There were no reactions to 
this year’s tests. 

Appreciation is expressed to all in the community who have 
helped in the progress and success of the program.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Livermore: 


The following is an account of the progress made in our 
schools for the past school year until we entered the District 
on December 30, 1964. 


Instruction: 


The big change this year was running the sub-primary 
all day. This has resulted in considerable progress in reading 
and I now feel that these children have a firm base for future 
development. Under the half day session the children at 
this level were not spending enough time in a learning 
situation. The bus routes and time involved was instrumental 
in cutting their school day down. 

This year we qualified for Federal Funds to support our 
science program. This resulted in the purchase of a complete 
portable laboratory for our sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
students and has given the teachers in the other grades a place 
of resource for their own science demonstrations. 


Teachers: 


Our teaching staff had the smallest turnover in a number 
of years. As I pointed out last year this is of extreme im- 
portance. The more good qualified teachers you can retain 
each year the more time you can spend in program develop- 
ment rather than in orientation. Mr. Kennett has moved to 
Minot where he is principal of the elementary school. Mr. 
Downes is now teaching in the Mexico School system, and 
Miss Baker is now teaching in the Guilford School system. 
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The new teachers with their grade assignment and training 
are listed as follows:

Building: 

The construction of the new building has now progressed 
to the point where the completion is in sight. Delays have 
been caused by lack of material, relocation of the drainage 
bed and our well problem. 

The drainage bed had to be rerouted toward the southeast 
in order to obtain the proper absorption rate. The plans for 
the well is to blast at our present location to see if we can 
obtain enough flowage. If this is not possible we plan to move 
toward the northern boundary and drill at a new location. We 
had the spring tested and it came back unfavorable. The cost 
of going to the lake and maintaining the equipment involved 
was not advisable. This school is being built to serve a long 
time and any surface water source is not a satisfactory solu- 
tion to our problem.

In connection to this construction report I wish to thank 
the committee members who have given their own time and 
money toward this project. A prime example is our play- 
ground area in the rear of the building. This area of 3% acres 
was harrowed, seeded, fertilized and rolled at a cost of $162.74 
to the town. 

The efforts of the selectmen in making the borrowing power 
available through re-evaluation and securing the notes at a 
favorable interest rate is another factor in making the new 
school a reality. 


Conclusion: 


Tis is my last official act as Superintendent of Schools in 
the Town of Livermore. As of December 30, 1964 the schools 
have been taken over by School Administrative District, No. 
36, under the guidance of Superintendent Llewellyn Churchill. 
The formation of this district will now provide you with a 
broad tax base from which you may provide a quality edu- 
cation for all the students in both communities at a reason- 
able cost. As it is with anything new this District will have 
growing pains that will need solutions. I know that your 
interest and support will provide the base for a firm educa- 
tional program. 

I wish to thank the School Committee, Selectmen and the 
Citizens for the cooperation and courtesies extended to me 
while serving you.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


October 11, 1965

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chap- 
ter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, 
the financial records of the Town of Livermore have been 
audited for the municipal year ended January 15, 1965. 

As required by statute, one copy of this report together 
with the audit procedural form prescribed by the state 
auditor for governmental audits in accordance with statu- 
tory requirement have been forwarded to the State De- 
partment of Audit. 

The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit and performed in accordance with standards estab- 
lished by the State Department of Audit and by the Na- 
tional Committee on Governmental Accounting. Audit 
analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding 
year and included all procedures considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear to 
have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions as 
may be noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompany- 
ing comments present the result of the financial opera- 
tions of the Town for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 
January 16, 1964 to January 15, 1965 

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Liver- 
more has been completed for the fiscal year ended Janu- 
ary 15, 1965. The audit consisted of an examination of 
the records maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Tax 
Collector and the Town meeting records of the Town 
Clerk. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and supporting schedules. | 

An analysis of the results of the fiscal year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances lapsed to surplus 
amounted to $3,803.70. Supplemental taxes and the tax 
overlay were principal factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. ae 

ASSETS”) The general fund cash balance of 
$25,622.79 was verified by reconciliation of a statement 
furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust Company, Liver- 
more Falls, Maine. 

Accounts receivable amounted to $329. 25 and included 
reimbursible expenditures for charity expenses. 

Taxes receivable totaling $7,238.79 consisted of current 
year’s accounts of $6,846.46. The balance of $392.33 rep- 
resented unpaid taxes dating from 1958. 

Unmatured tax liens applied on 1963 real estate taxes 
amounted to $653.66 at the close of the municipal year. 

Tax acquired property, representing tax liens more 
than eighteen months old, amounted to $649. it at the 
year end. 

LIABILITIES ... The Town had no recorded liabilities 
at the year end. School Construction notes issued during 
the year were taken over by SAD 36 upon its acceptance 
by the Townspeople in December 1964. 

RESERVES ... The appropriation accounts showed a 
net balance of $10,033.57 carried forward to the ensuing 
year. All appropriation accounts balances are carried for- 
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ward by vote of the Townspeople in this municipality. 

Excise tax collections of $4,167.89 are reserved for 
future allocation by the Townspeople. 

A reserve for possible losses in the collection of ma- 
tured Tax Liens is carried forward on the balance sheet 
from the preceding year. 

SURPLUS... The unappropriated surplus of the Town 
amounted to $20,342.82, an increase of $2,843.93 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. The change was occasioned 
principally by net departmental balances lapsed to 
surplus. 

TRUST FUNDS .. . Trust fund principals totaled 
$37, 614.37 at the year end, while unexpended income 
amounted to $4,505.03. These were represented by time 
deposits of $36,119.40 and U.S. Savings Bonds amount- 
ing to $6,000.00 at the closing date. 

Cemetery Trust fund income amounted to $818.89 
while income from the Morse Funds amounted to $58.13. 

DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .. . Departmental 
operating accounts showed a decrease of $2,482.76 in 
funds raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding 
year. Smaller appropriations were noted for charity 
purposes. 

Departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased by $2,977.50 as compared with the preced- 
ing year. This increase was occasioned principally by an 
increase in charity and Town rental accounts. 

GENERAL ... The Townspeople voted at a Spceial 
Town meeting to authorize the construction of a new 
elementary school. In December the Townspeople. voted 
to join SAD 36 and the partially completed building and 
the financial liabilities incidental thereto were taken over 
by the District. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying balance sheet and supporting state- 
ments fairly present the financial position of the Town 
at January 15, 1965, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


NURSING SERVICES 
For the Year 1965 


The town of Livermore, as for many years past, has 
provided public health nursing service to its citizens 
through the use of the state department of health and 
welfare facilities. 

The many advances in medical research, and the social 
and economic changes have necessarily given new Serv- 
ices to the area of public health nursing. New vitality 
has been given the words “optimal health”, and “rehabil- 
itation” both from a physical and mental standpoint. So 
many areas which were previously nearly insurmount- 
able problems are now attacked with real hope of cor- 
rections or alleviation. The problems of the mentally 
retarded, the alcoholics, the unmarried mothers, the 
venereal disease infected persons, and the chronically ill 
and aging are all of immediate concern to the many work- 
ers of the public health team. 

New emphasis has been given to the role of the public 
health nurse. She is in the strategic position of being 
close to the family and having ready access to the vari- 
ous resources which might be available. 

Since the individual is a member of the family group 
the most important and fruitful effort has been made in 
the home visits. During the year 296 home visits have 
been made to individuals of all age groups covering many 
areas of health needs, some minor and quickly alleviated 
and others requiring more involved and longer term 
attention. 

The school environment is also a most important area 
of concern. Forty-nine visits were made to the school. 
Activities in the schools include assistance to the physi- 
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cian at the time of the health examinations and at the 
time of immunizations, and tuberculin skin testing. 
Visits were made to the teachers for consultation regard- 
ing individual health problems, regarding the routine 
individual testing programs, such as is given for vision 
and hearing. 

In connection with all of these programs it is necessary 
to keep in contact with town officials, the willing and 
helpful volunteer health workers, and the local family 
physicians. One hundred and one visits were made in the 
performance of these duties. This year the volunteers 
made arrangements for a local Child Health Conference. 

For the pre-school children not under the regular 
supervision of a family physician, and in conjunction 
with the Division of Maternal and Child Health, these 
Child Health Conferences were held. Their purpose is to 
offer the well baby and pre-school child a complete physi- 
cal examination. This also gives the town an opportunity 
to offer immunizations according to the laws of the State. 
The following were given this year: Poliomyelitis 120, 
smallpox 74, whooping cough 21, diphtheria 79, and 
tetanus 76. 

It is with sincere appreciation for the cooperation I 
have received that I submit this public health nursing 
report for the year 1965.

The School Administrative District has been in exis- 
tence for exactly one year. In its initial state it was 
formulated by two towns. The Town of Fayette officially 
entered on November 27th of this year. Currently we 
have enrolled in the following schools:

Our problem at the secondary level as it pertains to 
housing these youths in departmental classes may be 
more easily recognized as we observe the following: 


Grade enrollments, 9 10 11 12 Total 
110 70 78 70 328 


Departmental enrollments show that we have heavy 
enrollments in Algebra I, General Math, French I, Sci- 
ence, English and Health. 

This past year it was necessary at the Elementary 
academic level to secure two replacements for teachers 
who resigned. One additional staff member was hired as 
a result of an expansion in the basic program. At the 
secondary academic level, we secured six replacements. 
This in addition depicted an expansion in our basic pro- 
gram in that Driver Education was deleted from the 
regular program and became a summer offering. District 
wide we secured two replacements for our Music instruc- 
tion. We expanded these offerings by increasing the 
services of the part time instructor from two days 
weekly to three days. 

We do have two troublesome areas that must be kept in 
mind as we look to the future. As is true in many sys- 
tems, the average age of our Elementary staff is not far 
from retirement. At the Secondary level, the average 
age of the staff is favorable while the experience factor 
in our local system leaves much to be desired. 

Formerly the International Paper Foundation funds 
were used to increase the Secondary Library offerings, 
broaden the program of offerings for the more capable 
student, introduce a Guidance service and broaden the 
offerings for the less capable secondary students. In 
September of 1964 we began to use these funds to en- 
deavor to solve a problem common to any good system 
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by an analytical analysis and evaluation of the needs of 
our youth as they progress through our schools. This 
analysis began with a careful evaluation of the second- 
ary school program, plant, pupil abilities, staff relations, 
administrative relations and school-community relations. 
After a study of the implications with the aid of profes- 
sional assistance it was decided that step two should be 
a careful evaluation of the academic offerings in each 
discipline from Kindergarten through grade twelve. Cur- 
rently with the assistants of professional advisors, the 
staff through study groups are evaluating the current 
offerings in the areas of Math, Science, Social Studies and 
Language Arts. One of their major concerns is to develop 
vertical continuity throughout each grade as it relates 
to the abilities of the individuals. A Steering Committee 
of faculty who are representatives of many subject areas 
are working with them to guide their recommendations 
in such a way that horizontal continuity is also estab- 
lished. This committee is of the opinion that other values 
will be established in addition to the above mentioned. 
A major value as the reports and guides are finalized, 
being an awareness of the intricate part each discipline 
and fundamental process plays in the complete educa- 
tional exposure of each individual. It is anticipated that 
as a result of this part of the overall evaluation certain 
recommendations pertaining to the change in texts, 
broadening of subject offerings and increases in various 
teaching aids will be forthcoming. 

There is no doubt that certain staffing changes will 
also become a reality not only as replacements but also 
as increases. Our program of offerings to youth will 
with increased complexity of society and its demands 
become more complex. Other staffing changes will war- 
rant our placing ourselves in a position where we must 
compete for the trained teacher-technician in the areas 
of the arts, guidance and health as well as psychology. 
We must be constantly aware that our educational pro- 
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gram of offerings must of necessity be broader in order 
to constructively meet the needs of these widely diver- 
gent pupil abilities. 

In closing, the program of Summer School offerings 
begun last year as a International Paper Foundation 
project does much to assist both the capable youngsters 
as well as those having difficulty if the youngster desires 
to learn. To a large degree this desire is determined by 
the peers and citizens who are a part of his or her en- 
vironment. I feel that this program should be continued 
whether it is sponsored by the Foundation or a part of a 
school program. 

It has been a privilege to work with your Board of 
Directors and through them with you, the citizens of 
School Administrative District No. 36. I feel that both 
of you should be complimented; you for the selection of 
those to represent you on the Board of Directors and the 
Board for the educational program being recommended 
for your children. 

I wish to further compliment the teaching staff and all 
other school personnel for their professional and personal 
interest in making a good program of offerings for all 
youth possible. Your teaching staff exemplify those 
qualities that make for a constructive educational ex- 
posure of youth. The other personnel are conscientiously 
carrying out their responsibilities. The quality of their 
work is indicative of their interest and pride in their 
accomplishments.

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LAWS RELATING TO 
FORESTS, PARKS, LAKES AND RIVERS 


1456-A Spark arresters on certain equipment. 

No equipment for producing power shall be operated 
in, through or near forest lands unless it is provided 
with approved and efficient spark arresters designed to 
prevent the escape of sparks, carbon deposits or other 
substances likely to cause fires. The operator of equip- 
ment not provided with such a spark arrester or having 
such a spark arrester which is not in effective operating 
condition shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$100 or by imprisonment for not more than 380 days or 
by both. 

1653 Partial payments of costs of suppressing forest 
fires. 

Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully or 
negligently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, grass 
or other lands or shall willfully fail to take resonable ac- 
tion to control a fire on his own land shall be liable civilly 
up to a maximum of $500 of the suppression costs to the 
State or municipality which aids in suppressing the same. 
2436-A Burning of debris. 

For the purposes of this section “debris” shall be de- 
fined as any manufactured product, household rubbish, 
hay or other vegetative accumulations or materials not 
included in Title 12, section 1551. No person, firm or 
corporation shall burn debris out of doors other than 
when the ground is covered with snow, except between 
the hours of 5:00 P.M. and 12:00 midnight. This section 
shall not apply to burning in incinerators approved by a 
municipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or forest 
ranger; burning at municipally maintained dumps, burn- 
ing in municipalities wherein ordinances control the time 
and manner of such burning; nor to special burning jobs 
where a written permit is provided by the municipal fire 
chief, town fire warden or forest ranger. Whoever vio- 
lates this section shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $10 nor more than $50.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, 
Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your 
request, the financial records of the Town of Liver- 
more have been audited for the municipal year ended 
January 15, 1966. 

A's required by statute, one copy of this report to- 
gether with the audit procedural form prescribed by 
the state auditor for governmental audits in accord- 
ance with statutory requirement have been forwarded 
to the State Department of Audit. 

The examination was in the form of a limited 
general audit and performed in accordance with stand- 
ards established by the State Department of Audit 
and by the National Committee on Governmental Ac- 
counting. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
the preceding year and included all procedures con- 
sidered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial affairs of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying com- 
ments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accom- 
panying comments present the result of the financial 
operations of the Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS 


January 16, 1965 to January 15, 1966 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Livermore has been completed for the fiscal year end- 
ed January 15, 1966. The audit consisted of an exam- 
ination of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Tax Collector and the Town meeting rec- 
ords of the Town Clerk. 

The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
text, exhibits and supporting schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the fiscal year’s opera- 
tions showed that net departmental balances lapsed to 
surplus amounted to $3,152.92. Supplemental taxes 
and the tax overlay were principal factors contributing 
to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS...The general fund cash balance of 
$27,419.00 was verified by reconciliation of a state- 
ment furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust Com- 
pany, Livermore Falls, Maine. 

Taxes receivable totaling $6,844.95 consisted of cur- 
rent year’s accounts of $6,649.71. The balance of 
$195.24 represented unpaid taxes dating from 1958. 

Unmatured tax liens applied on 1964 real estate 
taxes amounted to $1,348.11 at the close of the muni- 
cipal year. 

Tax Acquired property representing tax liens more 
than eighteen months old amounted to $587.35 at the 
year end. 

LIABILITIES... Payroll taxes held for subsequent 
payment to Governmental Agencies amounted to 
$86.38 at the close of the municipal year. 

RESERVES... The appropriation accounts showed 
a net balance of $5,806.47 carried forward to the en- 
suing year. All appropriation accounts balances are 


27 


carried forward by vote of the Townspeople in this 
municipality. 

Excise tax collections of $6,839.82 are reserved for 
future allocation by the Townspeople. 


SURPLUS...The unappropriated surplus of the 
Town amounted to $23,516.74, an increase of $3,173.92 
as compared with the preceding year. The change was 
occasioned principally by net departmental balances 
lapsed to surplus. 


TRUST FUNDS...Trust fund principals totaled 
$37,341.06 at the year end while unexpended income 
amounted to $4,511.42. These were represented by 
time deposits of $35,852.48 and U. S. Savings Bonds 
amounting to $6,000.00 at the closing date. 

Cemetery Trust fund income amounted to $882.01 
while income from the Morse Funds amounted to 
$1251.75. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... Departmental 
operating accounts showed a decrease of $10,566.27 in 
funds raised by taxation, as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Smaller appropriations were noted for 
charity purposes, and the use of surplus funds assist- 
ed in reducing the tax commitment. 

Departmental balances carried forward to the ensu- 
ing year decreased by $4,227.10 as compared with the 
preceding year. This decrease was occasioned prin- 
cipally by the utilization of Town property rental in- 
come to reduce the tax rate. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying balance sheet and supporting state- 
ments fairly present the financial position of the Town 
at January 15, 1966, and the result of its operations 
for the year then ended.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICES 
For the Year 1966 


Your public health nurse is a member of the Public 
Health Nursing Staff of the State Department of 
Health and Welfare. In your town there were three 
hundred and twenty home nursing visits made. These 
were at the request of the family physician, District 
Health Officer, Division of Maternal and Child Health, 
and other health agencies. 

In the school health service program your nurse 
participated in the planning of immunization clinics, 
tuberculin tests and physical examinations. One hun- 
dred and forty-nine students were examined by the 
physician and, where necessary, the nurse followed 
through on findings by working with students, 
families, school personnel and family physician in 
securing correction. 

Child Health Conferences were held for the infants, 
and pre-school children. Immunizations against pre- 
ventable diseases were offered and physical examina- 
tions were given. 

Completed immunizations for both school and pre- 
school children were as follows:

Our School Administrative District was initially 
formed two years ago on December 30th. For slightly 
Over one year and one month we have been functioning 
as a three town District.

Sp* indicates students receiving 
special education instruction outside the school sys- 
tem.) 

Our community is approaching an expansion period 
of some magnitude. Currently none of us can fully 
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visualize its effect upon our local economy nor can we 
accurately project the resultant population growth. I 
do not feel that our current enrollments will decrease 
although certain families with us now are transient 
because of their profession, others in increasing num- 
bers will be taking their places. 

Change brings with it certain problems and in- 
creased responsibilities which, whenever possible, must 
be anticipated and preparations made for adequate 
solutions. Nation wide many of the problems we are 
facing today are as a result of our efforts to avoid 
facing them yesterday. The juvenile delinquency 
problem, which we are currently facing, is one of the 
most obvious; the school-drop out, alcoholism and other 
misdemeanors have a direct bearing upon the com- 
munity responsibility. We must council with youth, 
make him aware of our sincere desire to assist him 
through this traumatic period in the life cycle, proceed 
to develop programs that will meet these needs, chan- 
nel his energies into areas whereby he realizes per- 
sonal growth and satisfaction and realizes that he is 
not only wanted but needed by society. 


Your new Senior High School, which is under con- 
struction, will relieve the congestion currently found 
in our four year secondary program. With the ap- 
proval of a partial renovation at the High School this 
year it was possible to house the secondary students 
without causing physical hardships although it still 
presented academic problems to the individual by 
limiting his choice in course offerings. 

The Junior High program, another year, will permit 
the broadening of the curriculum offerings and thus 
better meet the needs of youth in all of these grades 
(7-9 and 10-12). 

Slight changes were made this year by expanding 
our teaching staff in order to better meet the needs 
of youth. A teacher was hired to teach Kindergarten 
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and Remedial reading in Fayette. Two additional 
teachers were hired to meet the expanded class loads 
and broadening program at the High School. Approval 
was granted by the Board of Directors to hire a basic 
education instructor to work with students at the 
Primary, Grammar and High Schools. This program 
will be financed with federal funds. This vacancy will 
be filled within a few days. Our vocal music instruc- 
tion program was expanded slightly this year. This 
means that an instrumental instructor is employed 
district wide for a full week and vocal instructor for 
four days each week. 


Through the experiences our youth had in the sum- 
mer programs entitled Head Start, Elementary En- 
richment and Secondary Enrichment or make up, I 
sincerely feel that more growth was made by the 
youth than may currently be recognized. Many 
broadening experiences were given these youth 
through this change in the techniques of teaching and 
with the assistance of teaching aids that were pro- 
vided. This may be noted in the changing attitudes 
of the youth who received this experience. 


Some changes in curriculum offerings may be cur- 
rently seen as a result of the International Paper 
Foundation study begun last year. The continuation 
of this study, this year, will produce additional areas 
which should be given definite consideration as we 
seek to meet the needs of our youth. 


Library offerings at all levels have been broadened 
by the application of additional funds from the federal 
government. Through this expansion more youth are 
challenged to seek information in areas of personal 
interest from books containing a vocabulary that is 
compatible with their development. 


It is imperative that youth today be challenged to 
achieve up to their potentialities while they are learn- 
ing at their level of accomplishment. Providing this 
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is a constructive experience these youth may progress 
into a more sophisticated academic division. The re- 
sults of these programs will be youth who are more 
adequately prepared to meet the needs and demands 
placed upon them as they continue their training at 
the post high school level. This challenge requires that 
they not only be academically competent but also 
physically competent. Thus one, in order to produce 
the maximum efficiency, cannot be separated from 
the other. In addition the full fruition of these youths 
competencies cannot be accomplished without develop- 
ing an aesthetic awareness of the values of art, music, 
literature or an awareness of the democratic process 
and the relationships between society’s growth and 
the economic process. 

In conclusion I feel that the above summer programs 
should be continued and as conditions permit 
broadened to involve more of our youth, that we are 
challenged to assist in their endeavors to make lasting 
contributions to society and that we are all aware that 
the problems facing us now as well as in the future 
must be anticipated and adequate solutions prepared. 

In closing may I compliment you upon your selection 
of your Board of Directors, who are _ sincerely 
interested in your youth, may I congratulate them 
upon their selection of the teachers of your youth. 
May I compliment the teachers for the successes that 
they have had in working with your youth as well as 
for their sincere dedication to their chosen field. It 
has been a pleasure to work with you through the 
Board of Directors, the teaching staff and all other 
personnel who make our educational program function.

LAWS RELATING TO 
FORESTS, PARKS, LAKES AND RIVERS 


1456-A Spark arresters on certain equipment. 


No equipment for producing power shall be operated 
in, through or near forest lands unless it is provided 
with approved and efficient spark arresters designed 
to prevent the escape of sparks, carbon deposits or 
other substances likely to cause fires. The operator 
of equipment not provided with such a spark arrester 
or having such a spark arrester which is not in ef- 
fective operating condition shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than $100 or by imprisonment for not 
more than 30 days or by both. 


1653 Partial payments of costs of suppressing forest 
fires. 

Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully 
or negligently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, 
grass or other lands or shall willfully fail to take 
reasonable action to control a fire on his own land shall 
be liable civilly up to a maximum of $500 of the sup- 
pression costs to the State or municipality which aids 
in suppressing the same.

For the purposes of this section “debris” shall be 
defined as any manufactured product, household rub- 
bish, hay or other vegetative accumulations or ma- 
terials not included in Title 12, section 1551. No person, 
firm or corporation shall burn debris out of doors 
other than when the ground is covered with snow, ex- 
cept between the hours of 5:00 P.M. and 12:00 mid- 
night. This section shall not apply to burning in incin- 
erators approved by a municipal fire chief, town forest 
fire warden or forest ranger; burning at municipally 
maintained dumps, burning in municipalities wherein 
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ordinances control the time and manner of such burn- 
ing; nor to special burning jobs where a written permit 
is provided by the municipal fire chief, town fire war- 
den or forest ranger. Whoever violates this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $10 nor 
more than $50.

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PUBLIC HEALTH REPORT 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 


Public health nursing services continue to be made 
available to the people of Livermore through the facilities 
of the State Bureau of Health. 

There have been many advances in medical research 
and in the social and economic patterns which have broad- 
ened the horizons in the field of public health. The public 
health nurse, whose duties are to the sick and their nursing 
needs and to the well in their efforts to maintain good 
health, works with people in their homes, in the schools, 
in the clinics and throughout the community assisting in 
various health projects. 

The school department allowed, as they have for so 
many years, the immunization program against diphteria, 
tetanus, smallpox, poliomyelitis and measles. There has 
been a high level of response to this program and it is felt 
that the community maintains good protection against these 
diseases. The tuberculin skin testing program was again 
carried out in the kindergarten and seventh grades with 
no positive reactors found this year. 

Children in Livermore attended the child health con- 
ferences in Livermore Falls. Volunteer staff from Livermore 
assisted at these conferences. 

In the performances of her duties the nurse made 96 
home visits to individuals of all age groups, and 15 visits 
to others in behalf of these individuals. Twenty visits were 
made to town officials, teachers, physicians and volun- 
teers in behalf of school or community programs.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chap- 
ter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, 
the financial records of the Town of Livermore have been 
audited for the municipal year ended January 15, 1967.

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear 
to have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions 
as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules together with the accompany- 
ing comments present the result of the financial operations 
of the Town for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF LIVERMORE 


January 16, 1966 to January 15, 1967 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Livermore has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
January 15, 1967. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, 
Tax Collector, and the Town Meeting records of the Town 
Clerk. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the fiscal year’s oper- 
ations showed that net departmental balances lapsed to 
surplus amounted to $3,630.60. Supplemental taxes and 
the Tax Overlay were principal factors contributing to the 
amount lapsed to surplus. 


ASSEFS Soo": : The General fund cash balance of 
$27,276.12 was verified by reconciliation of a statement 
furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust Company, Livermore 
Falls, Maine. 


Taxes Receivable totaling $7,014.47 consisted of cur- 
rent year’s account of $6,728.03. The balance of $286.44 
represented unpaid taxes dating from 1958. 


Unmatured tax liens applied on 1965 real estate tax- 
es amounted to $809.57 at the close of the municipal year. 


Tax acquired property, representing tax liens more 
than eighteen months old, amounted to $971.18 at the 
year end. 
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LIABILITIES ..... Payroll Taxes held for subsequent 
payment to government agencies amounted to $61.80 at 
the close of the municipal year. 


RESERVES ..... The appropriation accounts showed 
a net balance of $6,484.99 carried forward to the ensuing 
year. All appropriation accounts balances are carried for- 
ward by vote of the Townspeople in this municipality. 


Excise Tax collections of $2,292.35 are reserved for 
future allocation by the Townspeople. 


SURPLUS ..... The Unappropriated surplus of the 
Town amounted to $27,282.20, an increase of $3,765.46 
as compared with the preceding year. The change was oc- 
casioned principally by net departmental balances lapsed 
to surplus. 


TRUST FUNDS ..... Trust fund principals totaled 
$42,217.02 as at the year end while unexpended income 
amounted to $6,766.96. These were represented by time 
deposit of $37,983.98 and other investments amounting to 
$11,000.00 at the closing date. 


Cemetery Trust fund income amounted to $302.93 
while income from the Morse Funds amounted to $1,161.60. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying balance sheet and supporting statements 
fairly present the financial position of the Town at Jan- 
vary 15, 1967, and the results of its operations for the 
year then ended.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


January 1967 to January 1968 


The Town appropriation of $200 was used in part for 
operating expenses and the purchase of 7 adult, 12 young 
adult and 18 ‘Beginning to Read’ Books. All the children’s 
books were selected by the Librarian, Assistant Librarian 
and Mrs. Dorothea Gibbs, teacher at Brettun’s School. 


All interested persons found ‘The Beginning to Read‘ 
Series very helpful. The Librarian, Assistant Librarian and 
others attended a reading session in the School and were 
very gratified and pleased after hearing the children read 
from books on the school agenda. Mrs. Gibbs was very 
proud and we all thought ‘The Beginning to Read’ volumes 
assisted somewhat.

The report of the Superintendent of Schools to the 
Directors and Citizens of the Androscoggin Valley School 
District. 


The Schools in the District opened in the fall with a 
total enrollment of 1,500 students in the following schools :

It should be noted that we are graduating seventy- 
seven seniors and we enrolled one hundred and sixty-three 
kindergarten this year.

High School over the next two years (68-69) we will have

In the fall of 1970 we will need additional classroom 
space at the new school. This being the case, five addi- 
tional rooms should be built to close Brettuns and Payson 
Smith. This grouping of all elementary children in one 
building will in the long range plan eliminate the cost of 
back-tracking with our bus fleet to these two buildings. 


The Junior High and High School enrollment picture 
leaves nothing to guess work. These students are here and 
we can count them for the period of projection :

It should be noted that the High School enrollment 
will reach 624 students in 1976. 


During this two year interval we can study the effect 
the mill, birthrate, and construction workers have on our 
school population and hopefully a clearer picture will de- 
velop. | feel that it is important to understand that the 
building of the new High School has not solved our hous- 
ing needs and a lot of work needs to be done as the 
community continues to grow. 


The budget enclosed in this report shows an increase 
of $195,159.78 with a local increase of $76,066 which is 
shared according to State valuation by the three towns. 
The increase resulted from three major sources. Interest on 
money borrowed for the new High School. We are pres- 
ently waiting for a more favorable interest rate than is 
available to us now. Our bank advisors tell us that if the 
Federal tax surcharge is passed, this should produce a low- 
er rate when the bonds are sold. Another source of increase 
is in the teacher salaries’ account. The District has nego- 
tiated a salary base of $5,400 with increments of five 
percent to $8,100 after ten years. If we are going to com- 
pete in the teacher market we should maintain salaries 
that are competitive with our neighbors. The additional 
teachers added to our Elementary staff is a result of ex- 
panded enrollment moving up through the grades and this 
move upwards means that as many teachers as classrooms 
will be needed during the next ten years. 


The High School staff should be expanded to include 
a U. S. History teacher and a Physical Education teacher. 
The offering of a two year sequence of U. S. History has 
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resulted from the passage of time. History, as adults have 
known it, covered up to and parts of World War Il. A lot 
has happened in our History since then and the teaching of 
this subject has been thinned out to a point where a sec- 
ond year is needed to provide the indepth study required. 


The area of Physical Education is probably the most 
misunderstood part of the school program. Physical Educa- 
tion’s principle function is not to provide exercise, although 
this is important, but to provide skills in life-time activities 
that children can use as adults during leisure time. Between 
the Junior High and High School we are providing Physical 
Education to six hundred and forty-six students. Ideally, 
two women and two men Physical Education teachers 
should be retained to provide a program at both levels 
according to sexes. However, due to budget limitations and 
the need for more emphasis on the elementary curriculum, 
we are requesting one additional teacher at this time. 


The third area that has increased the budget has 
been the added operational expense of the new High 
School which is based on experiences in other areas. 


| have left out detailed information on the individual 
schools because this is contained in the Principal’s reports. 
For the future we are faced with a tremendous tax bur- 
den at the local level. Next year our teachers’ salary 
schedule will require an additional $80,000.00 and the 
interest on our bonds will require approximately $33,000. 
With the local property tax overloaded the only resource 
is a broad base State tax which can only come from our 
State government. This problem is not unique to our area, 
as every local system has seen tremendous increases this 
yeor and will definitely see more in the future if the tax 
source load is not balanced out. 


In conclusion, | would state that the most important 
element in any community is a good school system. This 
can be achieved by the active participation of all citizens. 
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| wish to thank the citizens, Directors, and the staff for 
their cooperation these past six months and | am look- 
ing forward to the year ahead.

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LAWS RELATING TO FORESTS, 
PARKS, LAKES AND RIVERS 


1456-A Spark arresters on certain equipment. 

No equipment for producing power shall be operated 
in, through or near forest lands unless it is provided with 
approved and efficient spark arresters designed to pre- 
vent the escape of sparks, carbon deposits or other 
substances likely to cause fires. The operator of equipment 
not provided with such a spark arrester or having such a 
spark arrester which is not in effective operating condition 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $100 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days or by both. 


1653 Partial payments of costs of suppressing forest fires. 


Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully 
or negligently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, 
grass or other lands or shall willfully fail to take reason- 
able action to control a fire on his own land shall be 
liable civilly up to a maximum of $500 of the suppression 
costs to the State or municipality which aids in suppres- 
sing the same. 


2436-A Burning of debris 


For the purposes of this section “debris” shall be de- 
fined as any manufactured product, household rubbish, 
hay or other vegetative accumulations or materials not 
included in Title 12, section 1551. No person, firm or 
corporation shall burn debris out of doors other than when 
the ground is covered with snow, except between the 
hours of 5:00 P.M. and 12:00 midnight. This section shall 
not apply to burning in incinerators approved by a mu- 
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nicipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or forest ranger; 
burning at municipally maintained dumps, burning in 
municipalities wherein ordinances control the time and 
manner of such burning; nor to special burning jobs 
where a written permit is provided by the municipal 
fire chief, town fire warden or forest ranger. Whoever 
violates this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $50.

1 am pleased to submit my second annual report, - 
in the seventh year of the Franklin County Area Family 
Counseling Service, Inc. Our area and scope have in- 
creased so that we presently service towns in three counties 
in addition to Franklin County - mainly in order to co- 
incide with School Administrative Districts. 


We added a weekly psychological clinic at the Frank- 
lin County Memorial Hospital in Farmington. Our main 
office has been in Wilton since May 1, 1967 and there 
were regular scheduled meetings on a weekly basis at 
Murray Hall in Livermore Falls. 


Our medical referrals continued to grow. We re- 
tained our part-time Consultant Phychiatrist, Dr. Reuben 
Leitman throughout the school year. Psychiatric consulta- 
tion and therapy were provided for a growing number 
of school and medical referrals on a weekly basis. 

There has been increasing sophistication in the area 
which was reflected by a higher percentage of cases re- 
quiring more hours over a longer period of time, than 
heretofore. 


The cooperation of Town, School, Health & Welfare, 
Correctional, Police, Court, Franklin County Community Ac- 
tion Council and just plain people continued outstanding. 


We expanded our Consultation and Education Service 
to include Seminars, chaired by Dr. Leitman, for school 
guidance personnel and for ministers of the Area. These 
started in the Fall if 1967 and have been well received. 
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There have also been meetings with other agencies and 
with the Area Mental Advisory Board. 


We were not able to enlarge our staff . . . we would 
like to do so in order to give fuller service to our area. 
The Board did not vote to apply for a “Seed Grant” as 
part of the Mental Health Area IV application of 1967. 
There were several contributions from private persons 
and industry in 1967 as well as the contributions of two 
new member towns. 


| most particularly should like to thank the members 
of our Board of Directors who have given so much of 
their time and energy to further Mental Health Services 
in our area. Our long-time secretary, Mrs. Marcia Prentiss 
has retired and we miss her every day even though we 
are fortunate in having the services of Mrs. Cherie Imlay 
of North Turner. 


In your town during the fiscal year July 1, 1966 
through June 30, 1967, Dr. Leitman and | saw 10 adults 
and 13 children for a total of 241 interviews. 

We hope to continue to serve you.

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LAWS RELATING TO FORESTS, 
PARKS, LAKES AND RIVERS 


1456-A Spark arresiers on certain equipment. 

No equipment for producing power shall be operated 
in, through or near forest lands unless it is povided with 
approved and efficient spark arresters designed to pre- 
vent the escape of sparks, carbon deposits or other 
substances likely to cause fires. The operator of equipment 
not provided with such a spark arrester or having such a 
spark arrester which is not in effective operating condition 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $100 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days or by both. 


1653 Partial payments of costs of suppressing forest fires. 


Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully 
or negligently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, 
grass or other lands or shall willfully fail to take reason- 
able action to control a fire on his own land shall be 
liable civilly up to a maximum of $500 of the suppression 
costs to the State or municipality which aids in suppres- 
sing the same. 


2436-A Burning of debris 


For the purposes of this section “debris” shall be de- 
fined as any manufactured product, household rubbish, 
hay or other vegetative accumulations or materials not 
included in Title 12, Section 1551. No person, firm or 
corporation shall burn debris out of doors other than when 
the ground is covered with snow, except between the 
hours of 5:00 P.M. and 12:00 midnight. This section shall 
not apply to burning in incinerators approved by a mu- 
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nicipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or forest ranger; 
burning at municipally maintained dumps, burning in 
muncipalities wherein ordinances control the time and 
manner of such burning; nor to special burning jobs 
where a written permit is provided by the municipal 
fire chief, town fire warden or forest ranger. Whoever 
violates this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $50.

Livermore Public Library 


January 1968 to January 1969 


The Town Appropriation of $200 was used in part for 
operating expenses and the purchase of 10 books- (8 Be- 
ginning to Read Books and 2 adult editions). State Aid 
money ($20) was used to purchase 4 Books-in the ref- 
erence category. Another World Book Encyclopedia (1968 
Edition) was added. 


A reasonable amount of Book fine and donation mon- 
ey was used to purchase 3 adult books. The remaining 
amount of money ($15.85) was banked in readiness to 
purchase new Beginning to Read Books for the very young. 
Most of these will be used by the Grade 1 groups of the 
Bretuns School, and will be selected by the teachers of said 
groups, the Librarian and Assistant Librarian. 


During most of the year (1968) Brettuns School was 
closed due to the change in the School system. Consequen- 
tly, Livermore Public Library served no small children from 
Brettuns Schcol, as in years past. On January 15, 1969 it 
was deemed possibie that the first grade groups were 
ready to read enough jo enjoy our facilities. Mrs. Gibbs 
and Mrs. Hinckley accompanied their classes when they en- 
rolled as juvenile patrons of our Library. Our next report, 
1969 to 1970-shall be of more depth-due to the interest 
shown by these 2 teachers and their pupils. Forty one 
youngsters attended that day-and Livermore should be very 
proud.

extrmely cold weather, for the benefit of all concerned. 


Mrs. Esther Records and Mrs. Ruth Turner assisted in 
Library work-same as reported last year. Mr. and Mrs. John 
Kirwan and Mr. and Mrs. Milo Denny were present during 
Library hours throughout 1968. Snow plowing in the front 
and side of the Library was attended to by Mr. Oscar Tur- 
ner. As Custodian, Milo Denny cleans the Library rooms, 
clears away snow accumulating on the entrance steps- 
mows the lawn and many other jobs essential to an or- 
derly well kept building. 


All work done by the Library Staff and personnel is 
voluntary. The conscientious citizens of Livermore are going 
forward together. They are able to keep our Library on 
an ‘even keel’ and in operation for our children. The books, 
inside the open door are ready to be read and enjoyed by 
all-they are free for the asking. There are now 8660 vol- 
umes of excellent reading ready for circulation. 


Still it can be said that the Livermore Public Library 
has on display many interesting items. These too, are free 
to view at any specified time. This can be arranged by con- 
tacting the President, John Kirwan or the Librarian, Mrs. 
Florence Denny. Tourists and visitors from other States have 
taken advantage of this offer. Mr. Denny is well qualified 
to give a lecture or talk on minerals, shells and the many 
Civil War mementoes-such as Rifles and Swords. There is 
also a collection of Birds’ Eggs and Audubon Charts. Both 
the Librarian and Assistant Librarian are well qualified to 
talk and answer questions on these. The Library has on its 
shelves, many books about birds and their habits. 


Circulation was 1076. The drop in circulation was due 
to the closing of Brettuns School. 
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Sincere appreciation and gratitude are extended to 
all those assisting in phases of Library work-and to those 
who donated books and money, also other things essen- 
tial to carrying on the duties involved in keeping Livermore 
Public Library open to serve all citizens residing in Liver- 


more.

She is concerned with keeping the well child well, with 
secosring help for the mentally and physically handicapped 
persons, with the control of communicable disease, ond 
with the porficuiar problems of the aged ond aging. Four- 
tecn families ore receiving services from your public health 
murse. 


i would ike fo comment for oc moment on the child 
hesith conference. Livermore has cooperated with Liver- 
more Falls in the tem monthly conferences held on the 
first Tuesday of the month. All scrents ore invited to bring 
thes infants ond preschool children, unless already under 
the core of o privofe physicicn, fo the conference. Here 
there = cwoilable rcefime medical supervision of the 
crowth ond development of the children in cftendonce 
end disecse, prevention is offered through immunizofions 
egoimst measles, smaligcx, polio, diphtheria, tetanus ond 
whooging cough The nsurse is available for consulfction 
regerdisa health oroblems, ond for information regerd- 
img mormel growth and development. Local volunteers cre 


active in keeping records, assisting the doctor and weigh- 
ing and measuring ihe children.

The monthly Psychiatric Clinic at the Franklin 
County Hospital is expected to relieve clients from North- 
ern areas, 


In order to facilitate psychiatric consultation for families 
in our southern-most towns, we have arranged to utilize 
Murray Hall in Livermore Falls for a monthly psychiatric 
clinic. We would like to express our thanks to the Inter- 
national Paper Company for making the conference room 
at Murray Hall available to us for this extra time. 


During the fiscal year of July 1, 1967 to June 30, 1968, 
in the town of Livermore, 25 clients were seen for 229 
interviews by Dr. Leitman or your psychologist. 
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We wish to thank the agencies, industries, and individuals 
who have cooperated with us so heartily. We hope to have 
the opportunity to serve you better in the future.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools to the Directors and 
Citizens of M.S.A.D. #36, | herewith submit my annual 
report: 


Enroliment 


The enrollment at present is as foliows:

Considering the projection for next year we anticipate 
1550 students. in the past the Directors have tried to 
maintain a twenty-five to one ratio in the classroom. 
In order to keep this schedule we would have to add 
three new teachers. Due to budget? resirictions the Direc- 
tors reluctantly adopted a thirty to one ratio and no 
additional staff will be required for next year. This com- 
ing year it will be necessary to move both sixth grades 
into the Jr. High, thus, creating a middie school with an 
enroilment of 321. This building will be at maximum 
with the Grammar and Primary Schools handling grades 
K-5. In Livermore the vacant room in the Payson Smith 
school will be re-opened and another grade, to be deter- 
mined, located there. This will utilize all the space avail- 
able in Livermore. Fayette has one vacant room in that 
building. What this is leading to is using our facilities to 
the fullest extent. The time is approaching when students 
will have to be assigned to schools, on the elementary 
level, regardless of town lines. | am thinking of the dis- 
tinct possibility of some students on the west side of Liv- 
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ermore going to school in Livermore Falls or those in the 
easiern part of Livermore Falls going to school in Fayette. 
The choice for the immediate future is using what we 
have or build additional rooms. 


The new construction outlined in 1967 would hold true for 
the twenty-five to one ratio, however, if the birthrate de- 
creases, as indicated by the hospitals, we have to be 
careful of overbuilding. 


Budget 


This year the budget shows an increase of $67,794.43, 
however, our outside income has decreased by $71,896.94. 
Compared to last year’s budget twenty categories have 
been reduced for a total of $99,292.55. The salaries of 
the entire staff and the full cost of the High School pay- 
ment, plus the reduction of State Funds, have wiped out 
these cuts. But the fact remains, a sincere effort has 
been made to keep the increase at a minimum. 


In conclusion to this section | must advise that the prop- 
erty tax was not designed to support schools at the 
present level or at the level for the future. Somehow a 
new source, on a broad base, must be found if we are 
to develop our communities and our schools alike. It is 
obvious we can not do both from one source. 


Adult Education 


This program had two hundred and eighty-five enrollees 
during the fall term. As our advanced enrollment indi- 
cated about sixty people, this final group underscores the 
interest in the program. 


The finances indicate that a $2500 PeproR con will main- 
iain a two semester program.

This balance, $1,780.54, with a $2,500.00 appropriation 
from the District, will enable us to offer a Spring and Fall 
program as it represents our share of the cost with the 
State return being 50% of any future costs. 


In conclusion | hope the legislature will provide relief be- 
fore assessment is due. The budget is such that programs 
have not been seriously curtailed, but another year with- 
out action at the State level will result in serious problems.

The audit examination concluded the following items 
of noteworthy mention. 


Operational expenditures in the Highways and Bridges 
accounts caused overdrafts of ($5,847.32) in that section 
reflecting the drop in appropriated surplus at this year 
end. This was possible by the amounts carried in other 
accounts for future use. 


Total appropriation for the fiscal year ended Jan- 
vary 15, 1969 was $153,531.65 to this committed taxes 
of $137,717.08, excise tax of $15,000, income from town 
owned property $387.57, and gain of town owned proper- 
ty $527.00 were applied. 


Trust fund principals and income should be main- 
tained separately from regular town cash collections, other 
than amounts used specifically for annual cemetery main- 
tenances. 


The audit examination for the year end January 15, 
1968 was competed December 6, 1968. This report is on 
file at the State Auditor’s Office as well as at the Town 
of Livermore Selectmen’s office.

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LAWS RELATING TO FORESTS, 
PARKS, LAKES AND RIVERS 


1456-A Spark arresters on certain equipment. 


No equipment for producing power shali be operated 
in, through or near forest lands unless it is provided with 
approved and efficient spark arresters designed to pre- 
vent the escape of sparks, carbon deposits or other 
substances likely to cause fires. The operator of equipment 
not provided with such a spark arrester or having such a 
spark arrester which is not in effective operating condition 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $100 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days or by both. 


1653 Partial payments of costs of suppressing forest fires. 


Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully 
er negligently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, 
grass or other lands or shall willfully fail to take reason- 
able action to control a fire on his own land shall be 
liable civilly up to a maximum of $500 of the suppression 
costs to the State or municipality which aids in suppres- 
sing the same. 


2436-A Burning of debris 


For the purposes of this section “debris” shali be de- 
fined as any manufactured product, household rubbish, 
hay or other vegetative accumulations or materials not 
included in Title 12, Section 1551. No person, firm or 
corporation shall burn debris out of doors other than when 
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the ground is covered with snow, except between the 
hours of 5:00 P.M. and 12:00 midnight. This section shall 
not apply to burning in incinerators approved by a muv- 
nicipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or forest ranger; 
burning at municipally maintained dumps, burning in 
municipalities wherein ordinances control the time and 
manner of such burning; nor to special burning jobs 
where a written permit is provided by the municipal 
fire chief, town fire warden or forest ranger. Whoever 
violates this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $50.

January 1969 to January 1970 


The Town appropriation of $200 was used, in part, 
for operating expenses and the purchase of 17 young adult 
books sod by the Grolier Enterprises. All of these books 
are printed in large type, and very adaptable for young 
readers. This set is highly recommended, consisting of much 
historical data to be used by pupils in the High School 
category—-and also to the average reader. These books 
are known as ‘Step Up’ books and accepted by Random 
House (publishers) as such.

Assisting with this 
tour were their teacher, Mrs. Lois Evans, Miss Bonnie Wil- 
kins, Miss Myrtle Morgan, Miss Belinda Ward and two 
parents, serving as aides, Mrs. Faulkner and Mrs. Gagnon. 


The assistant Librarian, Mrs. Hilda Kirwan, exhibited 
the birds’ eggs and explained several oddities concerning 
many species. Mrs. F. M. Denny exhibited and spoke on 
shells, rocks and minerals, arrow heads and Civili War 
mementoes. Both Librarians expiained the File System. 


During the year, many other visitors from New 
Hampshire, New York, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Virginia, 
Canada and our own State of Maine enjoyed our exhibits.

Annual Report of Pubiic Health Nursing Services in 
Livermore in the year 1969 


Pubiic health nursing, administered by the State 
Department of Health and Welfare, and directed by the 
Division of Public Health Nursing is ‘in its twenty-eighth 
year of service to the town of Livermore. 


Since people begin and end primarily in families the 
home remains our first line of defense. During the year 
68 home visits were made to individuals of all age groups 
and 13 visits were made to others in behalf of these 
individuals. 


Immunizations for infantis and preschool chidren are 
provided in the clinics in Livermore Fails. Voiunteers from 
Livermore assist in these clinics. 


Although it may seem at times that our health re 
sources will never catch up with needs it is gratifying to 
see, each year, new services added in the battle against 
these needs; new diseases controjled, advanced case-find- 
ing methods, deeper insights into social and mental dis- 
turbances, and larger involvements in family life programs.

AUDITOR’S COMMENTS 


Year Ending January 15, 1970 


An audit has been compieted of the financial records 
of the town of Livermore ended January 15, 1970. The 
Audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Selectmen, tax collector, treasurer and other 
municipal officials. 


The Surplus Account shows an income of $243.27. 
The Uncollected Taxes show an increase of $4,036.10. 


Trust fund principals and income have been combined 
into Golden Pass Books for added interest income. These 
are listed with this year’s Audit. 


Appropriation for current operations were determined 
by examining the records of the town clerk.

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LAWS RELATING TO FORESTS, 
PARKS, LAKES AND RIVERS 


1456-A Spark arresters on certain equipment 


No equipment for producing power shall be operated 
in, through or near forest lands unless it is provided with 
approved and efficient spark arresters designed to prevent the 
escape of sparks, carbon deposits or other substances likely 
to cause fires. The operator of equipment not provided with 
such a spark arrester or having such a spark arrester which 
is not in effective operating condition shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than $100 or by imprisonment for not more than 
30 days or by both. 


1653 Partial payments of costs of suppressing forest fires. 


Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully or 
negligently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, grass or 
other lands or shall willfully fail to take reasonable action 
to control a fire on his own land shall be liable civicly up 
to a maximum of $500 of the suppression costs to the State 
or municipality which aids in suppressing the same. 


2436-A Burning of debris 


For the purposes of this section ‘‘debris’ shall be defined 
as any manufactured products, household rubbish, hay or other 
vegetative accumulations or materials not included in Title 12, 
Section 1551. No person, firm or corporation shall burn debris 
out of doors other than when the ground is covered with 
snow, except between the hours of 5:00 P.M. and 12:00 midnight

This section shall not apply to burning in incinerators approved 
by a municipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or forest ranger; 
burning at municipally maintained dumps, burning in municipali- 
ties wherein ordinances control the time and manner of such 
burning; nor to special burning jobs where a written permit 
is provided by the municipal fire chief, town fire warden or 
forest ranger. Whoever violates this section shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than $10 nor more than $50.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The year of July 1, 1969 to June 30, 1970 has been a year of 
crisis and transaction for Franklin Area Mental Health. Mrs. Tyrrel’s 
resignation was effective March 31, 1970 and this created several 
problems for the agency. 


Services, however, were continued following Mrs. Tyrrel’s 
resignation by Mr. Charles Frost and Reuben Leitman, M.D. on a 
limited basis. Early in the spring Arthur Funke, Ph.D. was reques- 
ted to make recommendations to assist the agency in planning and 
development of a more effective and comprehensive mental service 
in the Franklin County area. 


Since those recommendations were made, the board of direc- 
tors has taken steps to continue previously offered services and to 
broaden the scope of services to include also an emergency service, 
an impatient and a partial hospitalization service. This accounts for 
the difference between the 1970 and 1971 financial requests as ad- 
dional local funds will be necessary to match available Federal 
Funds on a 3 - 1 basis. 


Referral decreased somewhat after Mrs. Tyrrel’s resignation 
because only part time staff was available temporarily. However, 
on November 16, 1970 Mr. Robert W. Adams began as the new 
Executive Director of Franklin Are Mental Health and it is antici- 
pated that services will again be increased in the near future. 


In your town 14 children and 12 adults were seen for a total 
of 109 interviews.

GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Livermore 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the 
vestry of the Universalist Church in Brettun’s Mills, in said Town 
of Livermore, on the 13th day of March, A.D. 1971, at 9:00 
o'clock in the forenoon, there and then to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year, in accordance with Sec. 2. Chap. 70 
of the public laws of 1921 of Maine, to wit: Town Clerk, 
one Selectman, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor for three 
years, town Treasurer, and Road Commissioner, and two Direc- 
tors of the School Administrative District (one for a one year 
term, and one for a three year term). | 


The polls or ballot box for receiving ballots for the above 
mentioned officers shall be closed at 1:00 p.m. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to carry forward 
overdrafts and balances to the accounts where they accur and 
raise necessary sums of money to cover overdrafts. No balance 
to be put into unappropriated surplus.
